the aid of 250

desperation, the 
commander 


might bring his ship to the ground 
and at ihe same time save the crew 
by letting out the gas, bur this would 
be a hazardous undertaking."

There is noir every indication 


that Senator Hiram Johnson will be

' The principal objective of the ex- 
pedition will be the establishment of 
the practicability of a trans-Polar 
air route. The board recommended 
the expedition be equipped with two 
or three vessels with mooring masts, 
the great dirigible Shenandoah and 
six airplanes. 
- Nome was selected as the main 
;base because it was accessible early 
'to the season. The boaid decided 
the attempt to explore the north 
jjjplar ice cap should be begun early 
-aext year. 
t)ne of the ships with three planes 


will go to Spitzenbergen, where 
preparations will be made to receive 
the Shenandoah if it is discovered 
after the airship had cruised over 
the pole that it is easier to return 
-t» civilization by that direction than 
Jf\ a return to Nome. 
1,1 The trip to he pole will be only in- 
cidental to the basic purpose of the 
Slpdition, which will he to investi- 
gate the possibility of establishing 
a practical air route thru the polar 
regions to Europe or to Japan.

the missing naval dirigible Dixmude, 
lost today in Northeast Alrica. 


"We expect nothing now but bad 


news," Commander Uuroc, attachee 
of the ministry of marine, said. Our 
only hope is that Dixmude's crew 
baa reached the ground." 


Lacking definite word from 
the 


giant air liner since 2 a. m. Friday, 
the French government does not. 
know whether the 
Dixmude 
still 


hovers, power'ess to land, over the 
Mediterranean coast or has come 
down, a wreck on the Sahara wastes. 


Nothing definite has been heard 


tram the Dixmude, which has been 
gone from her base at Cuers Pier- 
refeu, France, for more than eight 
days, since wireless messages from 
the airship were picked up Saturday. 


The DiJtmude's rations gave" out 


four days ago; her fuel supply, con- 
sisting of nineteen tons of gasoline, 
was exhausted last Saturday; caught 
in the grip of terrific Mediterranean 
storms, she drifted, wraith-like in 
an aerial prison, unable to land or 
to make headway to her base. 


When last seen the Dixmude was 


over the gulf of Gabes, being blown 
to sea off the Tunis coast. 


Since that time, however, the 


winds have changed and the last 
to make the Dixmude its plaything 
•was driving the helpless 
dirigible 


inland. 


Cavalry garrisons thruout Tunis 


and Algiers were ordered out today 
by the French "war department for 
a search. 


The troops were ordered to pass 


the word along to the natives, who 
would spread it rapidly, because the 
Dixmude is regarded as a super- 
natural sky monster by the tribes- 
men of northern Africa. 


The ministry of marine reiterated 


an announcement that the Dixmude 
carried parachutes and expressed in- 
ability to comprehend why the ship's 
>oung commander, Comm du Plessy 
ile Grenedan, had not ordered some 
member of the crew to drop over- 
board with messages, if the dirigible 
actually hovered over or near towns, 
as reported. 
Christmas 
eve brought reports 


that various stations in Tunis had 
seen "the airship's searchlights" in 
the night, but as these were some- 
times reported pointing in one direc- 
tion and again in another, and were 
not otherwise identified as belonging 
'to the Uixmude, the ministry of ma- 
rine now doubts if it was the dirigi- 
ble which was seen. Moreover, the 
positions and times reported do not 
check, when the wind direction is 
taken into account. 


Technical advisers in 
the aero- 


nautic department 
of 
the French 


navy declared it an impossibility for 
the "Dixmude to remain aloft unpro- 
visioned for a week. They believe the 
airship landed some days ago; if in 
the sea, with loss of all lives: if in 
the desert or among rough hills of 
northern Africa, perhaps with some 
lives saved. 
Despair for the air liner's safety 


grew today as the time she had been 
away from her home base lengthened 
to 200 hours. The Dixmude carried 
food for approximately sixty hours, 
with emergency rations that would 
carry her crew thru another day or 
so, but her water supply must long 
since have been exhausted. 


While cavalry faked the plains and 


hills of southern Tunis today, squad- 
rons of airplanes went aloft into the 
air that held the Dixmude prisoner, 
and searched far and wide for the 
msising giantess. 


Commandant 
La 
Farqu e, com- 


manding in Tunis, expressed belief 
that the Dixmude had sought shelter 
behind the Atlas mountains in the 
Sahara desert and was awaiting fa- 
vorable winds to blow her back to 
France. 
The Tunisian commander insisted 


the dirigible had not sent out dis- 
tress signals and pointed out that ir 
s-he had collapsed in the desert the 
news certainly would have arrived 
bv natives.

Determine One's Development

Y the examination of ten million men in the 


selective draft we learned a lot about the 
health of our young men.

Supreme Court's Backing of Anti- 


Alien Land Laws Opens Way 


for Renewed Negotiations 


on Problem. 


WASHINGTON, Dec. 26.—Japan 


has made formal representations to 
the United States, amounting to a 
protest, against the anti-alien land 
laws of California and other western 
states, it was learned on reliable au- 
thority here today. 


The protest Is understood to have 


been made in a communication deliv- 
ered to the state department by Am- 
bassador Henihara, the Japanese en- 
•voy in Washington. 


This step by Japan follows closely 


upon the recent Decisions of the Unit- 
ed States supreme court confirming 
ihe constitutionality of the western) 
iav7s barring Japanese from holding 
laud in any way in those states tor 
agricultural purposes. 


The 
Japanese communication is 


not understood to protest against the 
opinions of the supreme court them- 
sihes, but to object to the situation 
that results from the court's deci- 
sions. 


The protest from Japan, according 


to the view in some quarters here, 
is the natural consequence and cli- 
niax to the long history of the west- 
tin anti-alien land legislation, as the 
diplomatic correspondence that pre- 
viously has passed between the Unit 
ed States and Japan on this subject 
has foreshadowed such a step as the 
present note from Tokio. 


The American government has not 


icplied to the Japanese note but is 
expected to do so in the near future. 


Since Secretary Hughes came into 


otnce, It has been the tacit under- 
standing between the United States 
and Japanese governments that noth- 
ing could be done towards negotia- 
tions for a settlement of this serious 
question until the supreme court had 
passed on the constitutionality of the 
anti-alien land laws, as brought up in 
different suits before the court.

WOULD QUASHJNDICTMENT 


Estel P. Butler Files Motion in the 


United States District Court 


"Wednesday Morning. 


Estel P. Butler, familiarly known 


a? "Step and A Halt," who is now 
serving a term in the United States 
penitentiary at Leavenvrorth, Kas., 
Wednesday filed a motion in the 
federal district court asking that an 
indictment handed down by a fed- 
eral grand jury at Lincoln October 
1*. 1923. charging him with robbing 
the mails at Nebraska 
City, be 


quashed. 


Butler was found guilty of con- 


spiring to violate the national auto- 
mobile theft law and February 10, 
1922, 
was sentenced to 
the 
peni- 


tentiary by Judge Munger for two 
years and assessed a fine of $10.000. 
He began serving time May 8, 1922. 
With good time his sentence will 
soon expire. When it does a federal 
officer will be there at the gate to 
arrest him on the mail robbery in- 
dictment. 


Butler regarded 
by the 
federal 


authorities as the brains of the gang 
engaged in stealing automobiles in 
southeastern Nebraska and north- 
western Missouri, is acting as his 
own attorney. 
In support 
of 
his 


motion to quash he gives many tech- 
nical reasons why it is not water 
tight. He quotes liberally from fed- 
eral decisions, which he considers

tang or twang.

Why IB It that so many of the prije winning 


novels are such difficult things to read? Is it 
because the committee that chooses them is so 
impressed with its job that it loses a proper 
sense of romantic values, or Is It because we 
instinctively set ourselves against the story 
after we have learned that some committee 
picked it out as something we surely ought to 
read? 
Forty or fifty years ago the Sunday- 


schools nearly all had libraries, and all the 
kind of books we could get hold of were those 
of the slrupy good type that a committee said 
we must read. Is that the reason we feel so 
strongly about prize novels? 


Everything Is commercialized nowadays, and 


the sensitive souls in our midst are in much 
travaal over It. We are frank to say we don't 
like it either, but there Is a number of other 
ways in which matters are arranged that we 
do not like. 
Now it may be that, as there 


seems to be a general agreement that these 
things are all right, we may be wrong about it, 
and so we content ourselves with having our 
say and passing on. A man said the other day 
that he owned an automobile because it was an 
effective instrument in his work, and that the 
fact that much pleasure could be secured from 
its use made no appeal to him. He seemed to 
j'eel that this was a virtue in him that should 
be publicly commended. Yet it is so different a 
position from that taken by most persons that 
it may be he is wrong. At any rate we have 
no great predisposition to believe a man is 
right because he is in the minority. 


If things are being commercialized—as they 


are—there must be a good reason for it 
A 


minister entered a strong protest the other 
day because merchants seemed to have lost 
the spirit of Christinas and were commercial- 
izing it with their repeated 
urgings of people 


lo buy because 
they had something to sell 


and it they sold they made a profit out of it. 
That was his version of it. Yet what the mer- 
chants were offering was service, and the peo- 
ple, 
by their heavy buying, appeared not to re- 


sent the fact that somebody was guiding their 
purchases. 
The Christmas spirit, in fact, is 


not expressed or is expressive in buying; it is 
in giving, and'that is why the services offered 
by the merchant were so gladly and generally 
accepted. 


The people generally are better off because 


they leave the heavy thinking to those who 
have trained themselves lor the task. 
Not 


overybody can write an article or amputate a 
leg or plead a law suit. Recognizing this fact 
wo assign those jobs to men who prepared 
themselves to do them properly. We may be 
fully convinced that if we had the time we 
could do either one of these acceptably, but we 
don't attempt it. 
Thinking out solutions for 


our problems is a special task that should be 
assigned to those who can do it better than we 
can. and we are 'airly safe in reserving the 
right to say whether they appeal to our intelli- 
gence or to our prejudice. We are aware that 
this is somewhat dangerous doctrine to advo- 
cate, but it is what we have been doing a long 
time and seem to have kept off the rocks.
